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Station ‘neglected 
and not fit to last’

COMMUTERS who use the rail sta¬ 
tion in Newmarket are “disregarded 
and forgotten”, a passenger has said. 

The man, who did not want to be 
named, said the station in the town 
was “neglected” by bosses and left to 
fall into disrepair. 

He told the News : “There are so 
many things wrong with Newmarket 
station. 

“It’s just not fit to last. There’s a win¬ 
dow which was just removed one day 
and has been left between the cycle 
boxes ever since. Graffiti has been 
carved into the benches with rude 
phrasing. 

“It seems like because we’re be¬ 
tween Ipswich and Cambridge, we 
are just ignored.” 

The passenger also raised concerns 
with safety at the station due to a lack 
of CCTV and no lighting in one of the 
shelters. 

He added: “There are lights here - 
but not in one of the shelters - and 
there is no CCTV so of course there is 
always a safety issue. 

“More needs to be done for us all 
out in this area.” 

In recent years, and as passenger 
numbers rose, the platform at the sta¬ 
tion was made longer to accommo¬ 
date longer services - but not enough 



what a station.’ 

“We are trying our best at the mo¬ 
ment to get Newmarket station en¬ 
hanced.” 

An Abellio Greater Anglia spokes¬ 
person said: “The station lease area 
that we are responsible for as the 
operator at Newmarket includes the 
station platforms, customer infor¬ 
mation screens, lighting and waiting 
shelters. 

“Other buildings in the vicinity are 
not within our lease area. 

“We always endeavour to re¬ 
port any incidents of graffiti 
or vandalism to our station 
maintenance team for these 
to be rectified as quickly as 
possible and we will follow 
these issues up. 

“At stations such as New¬ 
market we are keen to work 
with partners including Net¬ 
work Rail, local authorities and 
community groups to explore ways 
of making improvements to station 
facilities and the surrounding envi¬ 
ronment.” 

There is currently a public consul¬ 
tation for the East Anglia Rail Passen¬ 
ger Franchise running until March 
16, giving residents the chance to 
shape the rail company’s contract.

Councillors' petition calls for 
out of hours medical service

TWO councillors have been 
collecting signatures for a 
petition demanding an out 
of hours medical service in 
Newmarket. 

Cllr Mick Jeffreys and 
Cllr Joy Uney were at 
Newmarket Library with the 
petition yesterday morning, 
from 10.30am to 12pm. 

There is currently no 
out of hours service in 
Newmarket, which means 
patients who need treatment 
during the evening or the 
weekend are forced to travel 
for medical care. 

Patients are ususally 


advised to go to Bury St 
Edmunds or Mildenhall, but 
some have been sent further 
afield. 

"One person told us they 
were told to go to Clacton, 
which is clearly ridiculous," 
said Cllr Jeffreys. 

"If you haven't got 
transport, even Mildenhall is 
difficult in the middle of the 
night. 

"Patients have been 
told 'get a taxi', but a lot 
of people don't have the 
money for a taxi." 

The councillors are asking 
for a new out of hours 


service based at Newmarket 
Community Hospital. The 
contract for the service is up 
for renewal next year. 

Cllr Jeffreys estimated 
that around 50 people had 
signed the petition yesterday 
morning, bringing the total 
number of names to over 
200 . 

The councillors are going 
out and about with the 
petition. On Saturday, they 
will be at the market from 
9.30am to 12pm, and on 
Tuesday, 24 February they 
will be at the library from 
10.30am to 12pm. 


Savings set for 
council budget 


A TOTAL of £1.1 million in 
savings will be made at For¬ 
est Heath District Council in 
the 2015/16 budget. 

The council will be look¬ 
ing at ways they can become 
“more like a business” in the 
next financial year in order 
to continue to bring income 
into the council and make 
the savings they need. 

This includes generat¬ 
ing income by tending for 
contracts in the local com¬ 
munity, budgeting a £13,000 
income for waste and street 
cleansing services, and 
£11,000 income from ICT 
services, shop mobility and 
street name and numbering. 

The biggest chunk of sav¬ 
ings will come from working 
out more areas where Forest 
Heath District Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council can share their sup¬ 
plies and services, which 
is hoped will be able to cut 
a further £248,000 off the 
amount needed. 

A joining together of lei¬ 
sure services between An¬ 
glia Community Leisure and

Abbeycroft Leisure, who 
together look after leisure 
centres around West Suf¬ 
folk, also look set to save 
the council £102,000 in the 
coming year. 

And if the budget is ac¬ 
cepted by full council at the 
end of the month, council 
tax for local residents will 
not rise. 

Instead, the tax will be fro¬ 
zen for the sixth year in the 
hopes that it will put more 
money into the pockets of 
people who live in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Cllr James Waters, leader 
of Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “I know it’s 
tough times for us all and 
freezing our share of the 
council tax means we’re do¬ 
ing our bit to keep as much 
money as possible in peo¬ 
ple’s pockets. 

“Even though we’ve had 
our grants slashed, we’re not 
sitting back but looking to 
the future, finding different 


ways of doing things, get¬ 
ting communities involved 
in helping themselves, and 
getting West Suffolk’s name 
out there as a great place to 
do business.” 

The council are also ask¬ 
ing communities to get in¬ 
volved with changing their 
local areas and finding ways 
in which they can gain fund¬ 
ing from elsewhere, and 
“supporting people to help 
themselves”. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, 
cabinet member for re¬ 
sources, said: “We can give 
people help on where they 
can get extra funding and 
getting communities to do 
more for themselves and 
take ownership of their pro¬ 
jects. 

“We are not complacent 
and know there are huge 
challenges ahead but I am 
confident that our careful fi¬ 
nancial planning and focus 
on the future means we are 
in a good place to support 
the jobs, homes and com¬ 
munities that people want 
to see here.”

Lots of ways to 
boost our town 

THERE are, in my opinion, a 
number of improvements which 
would encourage people to come 
to Newmarket to shop. 

1. The market square to have an 
undercover market building with 
permanent shopping stalls.

Above could be built either a large 
shop or flats. 

2. Reinstate the parking in the High 
Street by removing all the lay-bys 
and reducing the width of the 
footpath to which it was before, 
thereby widening the High Street. 

3. Extend the multi storey car 
park by adding to the upper levels 
towards Fred Archer Way. This 
should have been done when the 
original car park was built. 

4. Let the owner develop the 
derelict area at the top of the 
High Street, which would improve 
visitors' impression of the town. The 
horse racing fraternity only seem to 
look out for themselves and don't 
consider that there are other people 
who have an interest in the town. 

On a separate point, I have read 
in the local paper that the police 
have done speed checks on the 
Studlands estate roads and have not 
found a problem. 

As usual in these matters it is a 
small number of people that cause 
the problem. I wonder where and 
what time of the day the checks 
were done. 

Also I think that the three main 
roads, where speed problems occur, 
are in Studland Avenue, and more 
importantly the main service road 
around the large green (Parkers 
Walk) and the service road through 
the houses on Tulyar Walk behind 
the garage blocks 5-6-7. 

The only answer to this problem 
in my opinion is to install speed 
ramps, which I am not a great lover 
of, but as the police cannot be 
around to catch the speeders I see 
this as the only way of controlling 
the problem.

I HAVE met with William Gittus:

I must, however, beg to differ with 
some of his quoted statements in 
the article last week, not least that 
development of Hatchfield Farm 
could be detrimental to the racing 
industry. 

The inspector at the appeal on 
the first application for the 1,200 
houses development concluded 
that an even larger development 
would have NO adverse effect on 
the racing industry; the application 
at appeal failed solely on grounds of 
prematurity. 

I was, at the time, a district 
councillor and allowed to speak, 
though not a member of the 
planning committee, on the first 
application, heard in 2010 ; I 
had no vote but spoke in favour 
of deferral: the committee voted 
unanimously for rejection, contrary 


to the officers' recommendation for 
deferral. 

Since then we have had an appeal, 
the second and current application 
(approved by FHDC), a judicial 
review (rejected) and the current 
ongoing Call In. To my mind, a lot 
of time and money could have been 
saved - and better progress made - 
if the original application had been 
deferred, as officers recommended 
- and the matter negotiated. 

With regard to Rachel Hood's letter, 

I agree that we will all be called to 
account. 

The lack of vision, conciliation, 
investment and infrastructure over 
the last number of years has led us 
to where we are now.

Impact of base 
changes explored 


THE potential impact of expani- 
son at RAF Lakenheath is being 
explored by the district council to 
see how the community can ben¬ 
efit from the move. 

While RAF Mildenhall is set to 
close its doors for good, losing 
3,200 servicemen, RAF Laken¬ 
heath is set to grow. 

F-35 planes will be coming to 
the base - the first time they have 
come to Europe - along with a 
further increase in personnel. 

Forest Heath is now looking at 
what this would mean for the lo¬ 
cal community. 

Cllr lames Waters, leader of For¬ 
est Heath District Council, said: 
“We have been swift to establish 
a lead role to ensure that our lo¬ 
cal communities and businesses 
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have their say over the future of 
the Mildenhall site, and that the 
MoD, which owns the site, under¬ 
stands our desire for a quick deci¬ 
sion. 

“Now, we need to have detailed 
discussions to fully understand 
the growth proposed for Laken¬ 
heath, and the impact that this 
move may have on our local resi¬ 
dents. We need to understand the 
time scales envisaged for this ex¬ 
pansion and we will then feed all 
of this back to our communities.” 

The council is also still working, 
alongside the Mildenhall, Alcon- 
bury and Molesworth Working 


Group, on what the impact of the 
RAF Mildenhall closure will mean 
for the area. 

Cllr Waters added: “We were 
all saddened by the Pentagon’s 
announcement that it is to close 
RAF Mildenhall. It has been im¬ 
portant in the weeks since then 
to look to the future and start the 
groundwork to bring residents, 
businesses, partners and politi¬ 
cians together to work in unity to 
ensure the area thrives long after 
the base closes.” 

FHDC will be holding a further 
meeting of invited residents, par¬ 
ish councils and businesses to 
discuss the impact the closure 
will have on the area. 

The next meeting will be held 
on Thursday, February 26. 


Region's 
leisure 
services 
could be 
merging 

TWO leisure groups and 
services in West Suffolk are 
set to merge, subject to ap¬ 
proval from Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Anglia Community Lei¬ 
sure, which manages the 
Newmarket and Brandon 
leisure centres as well as 
The Dome leisure centre 
in Mildenhall and Milden¬ 
hall Swimming Pool, and 
Abbeycroft Leisure, which 
runs Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds Leisure Centres, 
will merge to help improve 
financial and business ef¬ 
ficiency. 

The idea will first have 
to go in front of Forest 
Heath District Council and 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, which both work 
in partnership with the lei¬ 
sure trusts on the site. 

Chairman of Anglia 
Community Leisure, Anne 
Greenfield, said: “We have 
exciting times ahead for 
Anglia Community Leisure. 

“More than two years ago 
our Leisure Trust decided 
that to achieve financial 
and business efficiencies 
we would share a chief 
executive with our neigh¬ 
bouring leisure trust Ab¬ 
beycroft. 

“This has already proved 
successful with achieving a 
shared management team 
and other significant ben¬ 
efits to the businesses as 
well as to our customers. 

“During this time both 
Anglia and Abbeycroft have 
had joint board meetings 
and we have identified 
common objectives for our 
leisure businesses moving 
forward.”

Concerns for 
Suffolk NHS 


THE NHS Foundation Trust 
in Suffolk could be placed 
into “special measures” af¬ 
ter “serious problems” were 
found during an inspection. 

The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) carried out 
an inspection last October 
- and the Chief Executive of 
Hospitals has recommended 
the trust should be placed 
into special measures after 
it received an “inadequate” 
rating. 

The trust, covering Nor¬ 
folk and Suffolk, needs to 
make improvements to en¬ 
sure it’s delivering safe, ef¬ 
fective and responsible care. 

It found there were unsafe 
environments which did not 
promote patient dignity, in¬ 
sufficient staffing levels to 
meet patients’ needs, inad¬ 
equate arrangements for 
medication management 
and concerns for seclusion 
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and restraint practice. 

Dr Paul Lelliott, CQC’s 
deputy chief inspector, said: 
“We found a number of se¬ 
rious problems when we 
inspected the services and 
we have made a recommen¬ 
dation to Monitor [section 
regulators] that the trust is 
placed into special meas¬ 
ures. We have informed 
Monitor of the breaches 
and it will make sure these 
are appropriately addressed 
and that progress is moni¬ 
tored through the special 
measures action plan.” 

Dr Lelliott said managers 
had “listened to findings” 
and started to take action. 

Healthwatch in Suffolk, 
a body collecting views of 
people using health and 
social services, said it had 


found similar issues. 

Annie Topping, chief ex¬ 
ecutive for Healthwatch Suf¬ 
folk, said: “The CQC findings 
confirm our understanding 
that the quality of mental 
health services varies across 
the two counties. 

“Whilst we hear that some 
people have a good experi¬ 
ence of the trust, there are 
many more people that have 
told us their experience is 
not positive. 

“It is clear that the trust 
must make improvements 
to move forward and it is 
essential that this includes 
working with service users 
to build trust and demon¬ 
strate that they are being 
heard. We will continue to 
support the trust in its jour¬ 
ney to improve the services, 
and the ongoing work of the 
CQC, to ensure that this is 
made a reality.”

RACING LIFE: 
Seven-year-old 
Mark on Rusty 
at a gymkhana 
in Dorset, top, 
Mark in action 
on the gallops, 
above, and 
astride Desert 
Orchid, left 


A freak accident while riding 
out in Newmarket ended 
Mark Perry's horseracing 
career. Seven operations later 
he suffers constant pain but 
has turned his life around to 
become an accomplished 
artist. Louise Cummings meets 
the inspiring 46-year-old at his 
Soham home and workshop. 




F rom the minute his parents plonked him on 
the back of a pint-size pony called Rusty 
when he was just five years old, Mark Perry 
knew he wanted to be a jockey. "Rusty was 
blind in one eye, bless him, and I just loved 
riding him," Mark smiles, recalling his childhood 
sidekick. "My parents both had horses so I rode 
a lot as a child and then I moved on to the 
show scene, gymkhanas and things like that. 

It was my first real love and whenever anyone 
asked me what I wanted to be when I grew up 
I'd say: I'm going to be a jockey!'" 

Despite a hunger for life in the saddle, 
a second love was vying for Mark's 
attention as he developed a flair for art. 

"My father was a qualified carpenter 
and always doing lovely paintings 
and my mum was good at drawing 
as well, so with the combination of 
the two I picked up a natural talent - f 
for art," he explains. "I was never 
particularly academic and suffered 
terribly with dyslexia at school, so the 
teachers tended to focus on what I 
was good at - art." 

On the brink of adulthood, 

Mark was faced with a dilemma 
of which passion to pursue as a 
career, but chose the gallops over 
gesso, reasoning that art could 
follow when his lithe body could 
no longer keep up with the gruelling 
demands of the racing word. 

Sadly that time came much ^ 

sooner than planned, when, on a 
cold winter's morning in November 
2011, Mark was thrown spectacularly 
from his horse. The injuries to his 
left leg were so catastrophic that 
six surgeons had to battle for 11 
hours to avoid amputation. Thanks 
to pioneering surgery - a muscle 
transplant from his uninjured leg-the 
severely damaged limb was saved, but 




a further six operations later Mark depends on 
a cocktail 
of painkillers. 

However, the steely determination that saw 
him succeed in the world of racing has spurred 
the father-of-two on to embrace 
a new career as an artist. 

Sat amid Mark's portfolio of work, 
which he's proudly displaying for our 
photographer, I'm struck by how his 
two worlds have collided to such 
S dramatic effect. Facing me is a huge 
canvas of champion racehorse 
Frankel; each brushstroke capturing 
the majesty of the stallion, the 
glossiness of his coat and the 
definition of his muscles. 

"I was at the Guineas when 
Frankel won," Mark tells me. 

"I was down at the start with 
the horse that caused my injury 
because he needed seeing into 
the stalls. Horses are my easiest 
i subject really because I know them 
so well; I understand their muscles 
and for me painting them is second 
nature. I've painted a lot of horses 
for trainers and jockeys over the 
years." 

Mark's artistic repertoire is diverse, 
taking in sculpture, woodwork, 
photography and multi-media pieces, 
which he promises to show me on a 
tour of his workshop later, but for now 
I'm keen to hear more about his racing 
career. 

"My father had connections with a 
trainer in Lambourn at the stables of 
Matty McCormack, so I went along, 
rode out one morning and he said 
'yes, come along' and shortly after 
that I became an apprentice jockey. I 


was just 17." 

Mark was a natural, and rose through the 
ranks, becoming travelling head lad and head 
lad, riding world-wide, and spending much 
time in Italy, Germany and France. He even got 
to perch upon the iconic grey Desert Orchid. 

"It was an absolute privilege to ride him and he 
was such a gentleman. His name will always 
be up there with the Red Rums and so forth so 
to be connected to him is amazing," he smiles. 

Moving to Newmarket in his early 20s, Mark 
discovered flat racing was his true passion, and 
excelled as a freelance work rider. "There's 
nothing like the feeling of riding 
a live animal. It's different to 
being on a motorbike when 
you've got full control and 
can go at silly speeds. 

You're on the back of 
an animal that can 
go over 35 miles per 
hour at full gallop and 
the feel of the wind 
is so exhilarating. I 
miss it so much now," 
he says, suddenly 
serious. "If I go into 
Newmarket and see 
the horses, I find it very 
difficult. When it's a love 
of your life, when you do it 
because you love it, not because 
it's financially rewarding, that is a 
big thing to suddenly have taken away. I was 
obviously going to hang up my boots at some 
point, but the decision came sooner because of 
the accident." 

Mark's life-shattering fall, which happened 
while exercising a horse on a trotting ring in 
Newmarket, remains vivid in his mind. "The 
flat season had come to an end and the horses 
were winding down in terms of exercise. That 



has an effect on them because they get fresher 
and want to do more and jump," he explains. 
"We had just got to the first bend and there 
were some people standing in an area they 
shouldn't, which spooked the horse. He bucked 
and tried to kick out at them and as he came 
back down he whipped around and so I was 
thrown up in the air and down to nothing, feet 
first, still holding on to the reins. It's quite a 
common manoeuvre called 'getting dropped' 
and you usually land on your feet and someone 
comes along and legs you back up into the 
saddle. But falling from such a height on to 
a very uneven fibre-sand surface, all the 
weight and momentum went through 
my left leg and it shattered both the 
bones." 

Writhing in agony on the 
ground, Mark feared he had 
a compound fracture - and 
^ in fact so intense was the 

impact that his bones broke 
through his skin, severing 
• arteries. 

"When I first hit the 
ground it sounded like a 
gun going off and people 
apparently heard it from 
the other side of the ring. I 
was lying there in the drizzle, 
hyperventilating because of the 
searing pain, with people trying to 
keep me warm because shock had set in," 
Mark recalls with a shudder. "I knew it was bad 
because it felt all warm around my leg... when 
the paramedics cut through my chaps and jeans 
they confirmed my worst fears." 

At Addenbrooke's Hospital Mark had 
emergency surgery to save his leg. "As I went 
into the operating theatre it was still up in the 
air as to whether they would have to amputate. 
In the first operation they put a metal rod 
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horror fall 
in racing 


through the main bone and then got all the 
bone fragments and lined them up to butt 
against the main bone." 

Next day, Mark needed a further complex 
operation. "For bone to heal well it has to 
have a good blood supply and because the 
bones had split out of my leg, they'd ruined 
the arteries. The surgeons had to take a large 
muscle section out of the top of my right leg 
with good vessels and arteries to then place 
into my injured leg." 

Mark was in hospital for over a month, 
where he had to rest on an airbed in a special 
room kept at an optimum temperature to aid 
recovery. He has undergone five operations 
since and a lot of physiotherapy. 

Surprisingly, he's not bitter about the lot 
he's been dealt. "I've never been one of those 
people who has said 'oh look at me, isn't this 
sad'. The upshot is it's ended my racing career, 
and now I'm starting on my second career, 
which is both scary and exciting at the same 
time!" 

Thankfully Mark also has the love of a 
good woman, his wife Liz, who he married 
last autumn. The pair, who have five children 
between them, share a home in Soham with 
their adorable Labrador Luna and cat Jasmine. 

Strolling through the garden to Mark's studio, 
I feel like I'm stepping into another world. It's 
the stuff of pure fantasy, a full-size Darth Vader 
standing guard ominously in one corner and a 
whole cast of menacing Star Wars characters on 
the lookout from the other. 

"Coming from an age when Star Wars first 
came out, that really inspired me because it 
took me to a world I'd never seen before, 
so a lot of my art is mystical and futuristic," 
Mark explains. 

Most of the sculptures look straight off a 
George Lucas film set, rather than the product 
of hour upon hour of meticulous sculpting by 
Mark using clay and resin. His C-3PO is really 
rather remarkable, the cool blue Na'vi (from 
Avatar) would surely make James Cameron 
proud and the sculptor's bloodied Arnold 
Schwarzenegger Terminator head, half skin, 
half machine, is impressive and macabre 
in equal measure. 

It's not all sci-fi though as I spy elaborate 
copper wire sculptures: there's a squirrel 
scampering up a hollow log (destined to 
be an uplighter), a horse rearing up 
magnificently on its hind legs and 
a willowy figure with staff, set onto 
polished slate, which has an air of 



Tolkien's Gandalf. There's also an array of 
paintings of cats and dogs commissioned by pet 
owners. 

Back in the lounge, I'm rather taken by 
Mark's latest handiwork, a Japanese-style wire 
tree with emerald glass beads woven on to 
branches to signify foliage. A stunning sculpture 
of twisted silver-plated wire, I'm tempted to 
put in an offer, but Liz assures me she's laid 
claim to her husband's newest creation. 

Wirework, painting, sculpture, woodwork, 
photography. . . there really is no end to 
Mark's talents, so perhaps it's fateful that life 
intervened to make him switch career? 

"It's been a slow process building up my 
portfolio, but I'm really hoping to make a 
career out of my art. I've got some work in 
Galleria restaurant in Cambridge, but I just 
need someone to spot what I can do and be 
willing to take me under their wing or for a 
gallery to take me on," he says. 

"I'm not one to say I want to be a famous 
artist; most artists are dead before they get 
famous. I just want to be able to make a nice 
living from this, and that way in my twilight 
years I can look back and think, well, how 
brilliant I got paid for doing my two hobbies!"

A BOOK exploring how local news¬ 
papers covered the First World 
War has brought to light the case 
of a “jobsworth” in Soham, sent to 
court for damaging posters. 

They Did their Duty, Essex Farm 
highlights how the war was re¬ 
ceived on the home front from 
August 1914 to December 1914. 

Author Andrew Summers, 67, 
said: “The only way people got 
their news was through newspa¬ 
pers or word-of-mouth but a lot 
of the news was censored. There 
wasn’t much they heard about so 
they carried on as normal.” 

While news included “angry 
mobs” in Saffron Walden, a stran¬ 
ger story also infiltrated the pages. 

The book includes a man - de¬ 
scribed as the official bill poster 
of Soham - summoned to court in 


Newmarket for “maliciously dam¬ 
aging” three official notices on the 
parish council noticeboard. 

Harry Pendle was given a fine 
after lashing out when a police 
sergeant attached three posters 
without going through the bill 


poster. 

On this report, Mr Summers 
said: “It shows life does go on and 
people are still characters during 
the wartime.”

Life-saving 
defibrillators 
for county

"However, every second counts and 
having a defibrillator on scene can 
make the vital difference between life 
or death." 

Locations for the equipment will 
include sports centres, village halls and 
libraries. 

Training will be provided for those 
at each location which is allocated a 
defibrillator.

BRENDAN Cole is twirling his favourite 
dancing partner around the living room 
and the tiny blue-eyed blonde shrieks 
with delight and demands one of his 
famous 'lifts'. 

The handsome professional on BBC's 
Strictly Come Dancing has had a string of 
glamorous celebrity partners, including 
Kelly Brook and Sophie Ellis-Bextor, 
during a decade appearing on the series, 
but clearly dancing with his 2-year-old 
daughter Aurelia is in another league. 

"She loves dancing, which is really 
sweet to see. I actually haven't 
encouraged her. It's just something she 
naturally enjoys, especially when I swing 
her up in the air," beams the patently 
proud father. 

He's packing in as many special 
moments with her as possible because 
family time's going to be limited during 
his 48-date tour of the UK and Ireland 
with his dance spectacular, A Night To 
Remember, coming to Cambridge Corn 
Exchange. 

Cole describes the show as revealing 
"the real Brendan, who is more fun, 
naughty and cheeky away from Strictly, 
which is controlled and scripted". 

"In this, I host throughout and I'm 
happy to answer questions from the 
audience," he adds. "There's a wonderful 
cast and a fantastic programme of music 
and ballroom and Latin dance." 

So while theatregoers are set to 
gain an insight into one of the series' 


Strictly Come Dancing’s Brendan Cole 
has enjoyed fame and fortune during a 
decade on the show, but his favourite 
role to date has been fatherhood. 
GABRIELLE FAGAN discovers the 
secret to his success and why he’s a 
quieter man these days 

favourite performers, he's also allowing 
a rare glimpse into his private domestic 
bliss - and explaining the remarkable 
effect it's had on his life - as he chats 
at his home, a 300-year-old cottage in 
Buckinghamshire which he shares with 
his model wife, Zoe Hobbs. 

For years, he had a reputation as the 
'bad boy' of Strictly because of his feisty 
nature, his outspoken and sometimes 
scathing comments, and his romantic 
links to a bevy of beautiful women. 

Most famously, his eight-year 
relationship to fiance and fellow dancer, 
Camilla Dallerup, fell apart after he 
danced with newsreader Natasha 
Kaplinsky in the first Strictly series in 
2004, and their obvious smouldering on¬ 
screen chemistry helped them win. 

"I'm a different person these days," 
declares the 38-year-old who married 
Zoe, 32, in 2010 in front of Strictly stars 
and Sir Bruce Forsyth. Aurelia was born 
on Christmas Day, 2012. 

"It was certainly close to love at first 
sight when I met Zoe, even though at 
first I thought she was so ridiculously 
attractive and I thought she was far too

good for me! But fate played its part and 
here we are today together. 

"When you're happy and fulfilled in a 
relationship, it gives you more stability 
and a different perspective on life. I 
was very outspoken in the past, but 
you change as you grow older and 
you become a bit more thoughtful and 
considered. Put it this way, nowadays 
I'm not afraid to be controversial if it's 
necessary, but I do think before I speak! 

The New Zealander, who started 
dancing when he was 6, has admitted 
that adjusting in his 20s to the level of 
fame he enjoyed in those early years of 
the series wasn't easy, but he's now the 
longest-serving professional dancer on 
the show, along with Anton du Beke, and 
that famous volatility has been replaced 
by calm. 

"Now I've learnt to fight only the 
battles I need to, the ones which mean 
something to me," he says with a smile. 

Although the opportunity to lift the 
glitter ball for the second time has as yet 
eluded him, he has reached the final with 
Lisa Snowdon and Sophie Ellis-Bextor. In 
2014 he partnered Casualty star, Sunetra 
Sarker and was eliminated in week 10. 

The secret of success on Strictly, 
he insists, is a partnership where the 
professional dancer enjoys a 'rapport' 
with the celebrity. 

"It's absolutely necessary. If you don't 
gel it's tough because you're spending 
eight hours a day with that person. You 


can fake it if you need to, but after a 
while, strained relationships will become 
obvious," he says bluntly. 

Cole's only too aware that outside 
relationships can suffer when celebrities 
are caught up for months in intensive 
training and are far from their families. 

"I always tell my dance partners, 'Get 
your boyfriend or husband as involved 
as they want to be' and then there's 
no problems of misunderstandings and 
jealousy. It's good if they can come to 
some of the sessions and see what goes 
on, so they don't feel left out of the 
process." 

He practises what he preaches and his 
wife regularly visits rehearsals. "My work 
is a massive part of our lives - when I 
tour it's particularly hard on her because 
of my not always getting home - and so 
the rest of the time, I want her involved 
as much as possible in what I do," he 
says. 

"Zoe's extremely supportive of me 
and I love her input because she looks 
at everything from the perspective of 
not being a dancer. Would I teach her 
to dance? Er no, I'd rather keep my 
marriage! That would be about as risky 
as trying to teach someone you're close 
to how to drive!"

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Tydor tips 

for gardens 


I'VE heard of some strange gardening practices 
over the years, but some of the tips offered 
in a medieval gardening book which is said to 
have inspired Henry VIH's lost Great Garden 
at Whitehall Palace take the 
biscuit. 

The Ruralia Commoda, 
written in 1304, due to go 
on display at an exhibition at 
Buckingham Palace in March, 
claims that a squash will bear 
fruit after nine days if planted 
in the ashes of human bones 
and watered with oil, and that 
cucumbers shake at the sound 
of thunder. 

It also mentions that 
lettuce loves goat manure 
and that combining the seeds of lettuce, 
radishes, nasturtium and colewort will result in a 
particularly tasty crop of greens. 

The book, which will be displayed alongside 
some of the earliest and rarest surviving records 
of gardens and plants from the Royal Collection, 
entered Henry VIH's library after the death of 
its owner, the king's chaplain Richard Rawson, 
in 1543 and explains the importance of a king's 
garden to the Tudors. 


But just how much truth is there in its 
horticultural growing tips? 

Guy Barter, head of the RHS advisory service, 
says: "They didn't have squashes as we know 
them in those days." 

Perhaps the Latin text has 
been lost in translation. 

"It would have been a 
marrow. Squashes come from 
North America, which hadn't 
been discovered at that time. If 
you watered oil on the ground it 
would have no fertiliser effect. 

It might inhibit loss of moisture 
by evaporation but it wouldn't 
control pests. 

"They would have used 
vegetable oil as they didn't have 
synthetic oil in those days and it would have been 
broken down in the soil. But if an old-fashioned 
gardener wanted to give it a go, it wouldn't do 
any harm. Just don't use engine oil!" 

The manual also suggests that lettuce loves 
goat manure; and Barter agrees. 

"Gardeners throughout history have gathered 
sheep manure which is an excellent quality and 
balanced feed, not too high in nitrogen like bird 
manure and probably better than cow manure.

The problem is, goats are pretty thin on the 
ground nowadays. If you can get hold of a goat, 
I'm sure there's potential there." 

Burnt human bones were obviously valued for 
their horticultural properties in Henry VIH's day - 
and they would have added nutrients to the soil, 
Barter agrees. 

"Mixtures of blood, fish and bones are widely 
sold today. Bones are a very good fertiliser. Before 
they had good machinery to grind up bones into 
bonemeal, they would have been burned and the 
ashes would have been rich in phosphorous and in 
lime. Whether human bones are better than any 
other bones, I wouldn't like to say." 

While it's not the case today, in Tudor times 
many soils were deficient in phosphorous. The 
growing of root vegetables and legumes was 
often inhibited by lack of phosphorous, which is 
needed for the healthy production of roots and 
good root systems. 

"Plants don't use much phosphorous but there's 
desperately little of it in virgin soil, so it was 
lacking until the invention of the fertiliser industry 
in the mid-19th century," says Barter. 

He is, however, flummoxed by the claim that 
cucumbers shake with fear at the sound of 


thunder. 

"I've never seen a cucumber shake with fear," 
he laughs. "They would have been grown in cold 
frames covered with glass or wax. But even so, I 
can't imagine why a cucumber would shake with 
fear. " 

However, the 14th century manual was 
ahead of its time in some respects, declaring 
that combining the seeds of lettuce, radishes, 
nasturtium and colewort will result in a 
particularly tasty crop of greens. 

"Isn't that amazing? They predicted the 
invention of bagged mixed salads by hundreds of 
years. What a brilliant idea! It's come full circle. 
We used to grow everything separately and now 
gardeners have come back to sow these mixed 
salad packs and grow their own versions of the 
supermarket ones. 

"Those plants would all grow happily in the 
same soil together. Radishes are a little bit hairy, 
but there are versions of radish that haven't got 
hairy leaves so perhaps the Tudors grew those. 
But they would all combine well together."

UK child road 
deaths up - first 
time in 20 years 

THE annual figure for child 
deaths and serious injuries on 
the roads has risen for the first 
time in 20 years. 

The number of children (un¬ 
der 16) killed or seriously in¬ 
jured (KSI) on Britain’s roads in 
the year ending in September 
increased by 3 per cent com¬ 
pared with the 12 months to 
September 2013, provisional 
Government figures showed. 

Releasing the statistics, the 
Department for Transport 
(DfT) said child KSIs rose in 
each quarter of 2014 in com¬ 
parison with the same periods 
in 2013. 

The Department said: 
“These increases have now re¬ 
sulted in the first rise in rolling- 
year comparisons in child KSIs 
since the year ending March 
1995.” 

The DfT figures also showed 
an overall rise in road casual¬ 
ties in the 12 months ending 
September 2014 compared 
with the previous year.
